CAUSES  OF  SICKNESS  IN  194?. 

This  has  been  a  good  year  having  regard  to  the  incidence  of  infectious 
it.ease.  It  will  be  observed  that  Whooping  Cough  has  the  greatest  incidence  and  on 
tr..-  whole  the  disease  has  been  mild  in  character.  The  measles  epidemic  fortunately 
‘•u  small  and  also  mild  in  character*  Diphtheria  incidence  is  not  high  having  regard 
h:  the  size  of  the  population.  This  is  due  to  the  efficiency  of  immunisation 'hhd 
:  c fleets  the  good  response  made  to  appeals  to. parents  to  come  forward  with  their 
hildren.  The  numbers  of  those  immunised  are  not  yet  as  good  as  they  could  be  and 
i  take  this  opportunity  of  appealing  once  more  to  parents  to  come  along  with  their 
■  'bi! "<>n,  especially  to  parents  of  children  between  the  ages  of  1  and  5,  when 
•immunisation  protects  in  the  most  susceptible  period  of  life,  the  period  when  tire 
"’.o&sm:.  is  most  virulent  end  fatal* 

The  low  rate  of  pnuemonia  is  an  indication  of  the  high  resistance  of  the 
commutil  ty  to  respiratory  infections  and  possibly  also  to  the  preventative  effect  of  the 
ho  ip  hr;  drugs  when  administered  in  respiratory  infections  at  an  early  stage*

TUBERCULOSIS. 

During  the  year  there  were  &  deaths  from  Tuberculosis,  an  increase  of 
one  as  compered  with  7  for  1941.  Of  the  8  deaths  7  were  due  to’ Tuberculosis  of  the 
respiratory  system  and  one  from  n on-respiratory  Tuberculosis.  There  were  notified 
during  the  year  15  new  cases  as  against  2  coses  for  1941.  All  15  cases  were  none- 
respiratory.  Details  of  new  cases  for  the  year  are  as  follows:-

.  LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

The  facilities  provided  under  this  heading  ere  situated  at  Wakefield 
and  are  under  the  control  of  the  West  Riding  County  Council.  The  importance  and  value 
of  the  services  provided  cannot  be  too  strongly  stressed,  and  proves  of  considerable 
help  to  Medical  Practitioners  generally,  end  particularly  with  respect  to 
infectious  diseases. 

AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

The  Ambulance  Service  provided  by  the  Darton  Council  has  again  proved  its 
worth  throughout  the  year,  in  the  removal  to  hospital  of  general  accident  -and  sickness 
cases.  Patients  have  been  conveyed  to  and  from  Barnsley,  Sheffield  and  Leeds,  as 
occasion  demanded. 

The  Public  generally  greatly  appreciate  the  service  provided. 

During  the  year  795  cases  have  been  conveyed  to  or  from  the  various 
hospitals,  and  the  ambulance  has  covered  a  distance  of  7,655  miles  on  this  work. 

The  Norma.ton  Hospital  Authority  provides  ambulance  facilities  for  conveying 
infectious  cases  to  the  isolation  hospital,  the  cost  of  each  case  is  borne  by  the 
Dprton  Council.  Patients  discharged  from  the  Hospital  as  free  from  infection  are 
conveyed  to  their  homes  in  a  private  taxi,  the  cost  is  also  met  by  the  Council,

Hospital,  Sheffield.  The  needs  of  the  area  are  fully  met  by  these  hospitals. 

MIDWIFERY  AND  MATERNITY  SERVICES. 


There  are  no  unqualified  midwives  practising  in  the  area,  and  the  cases 
i.  a  a  a  rally  are  covered  by  the  qualified  midwives  whose  services  meet  the  requirements 
of  the  district. 

INSTITUTIONAL  PROVISION  FOR  MOTHERS  OF  CHILDREN. 

Nursing  Homes  are  in  existence  at  Hornsea  and  Scarborough  for  mothers  whose 
maternity  has  left  them  in  ill-health.  Patients-  who  have  attended  have  greatly 
benefited  from  tho  rest  and  treatment  provided  at  these  Homes.  It  would  be  of 
considerable  advantage  if  these  services  could  be  extended,  so  as  to  provide 

additional  facilities. 


HEALTH  VISITORS  AND  INFANT  LIFE  PROTECTION. 

These  services  ere  under  the  control  of  the  West  Riding  County  Council, 
an:!  the  resident  Health  Visitors  are  Nurse  Mindham  and  Nurse  Thorpe.  The  work 
performed  by  the  Health  Visitors  is  of  greet  benefit  to  the  community  and  both  are 
zealous  and  efficient. 


The  supervision  of  School  Clinics,  visits  to  mothers  end  babies,  .end  also 
work  at  the  Welfare  and  Ante-Natal  Centres,  are  gome  of  the  duties  carried  out  by  the 

Health  Visitors,

The  disposal  works  at  Low  Barugh  ere  working  in  e  satisfactory  manner, 
and  there  has  been  no  complaints  from  the  Rivers  Board  on  the  purity  of  the  effluent- 
discharged. 


RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

There  has  been  no  complfint  from  the  Rivers  Board  during  1942  of  pollution 
uf  rivers  end  streams  by  the  access  of  sewage.  Where  drains  are  found  not  connected 
to  the  general  sewage  system,  action  is  immediately  commenced  to  remedy  this  if 
possible. 

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION 

The  estimated  number  of  water  closets  at  the  year  end  for  the  whole  of  the 
district  was  2,693.  The  conversion  programme  has  had  to  be  held  up  during  the  war 
period .
